Flaok, of Syracuse, while attempting 
with a small boat to pass through the 
whirlpool yesterday was thrown into the 
water (tod drowned.

Flack's; body was recovered in the even- 
ing. Just an Flack was about starting 
on hia voyaga the President of the vil- 
lage ol Niagara Falls received a letter 
from Mayor Smith of Syracuse, asking 
him to iatefere to prevent the suicidal 
attempt, because Flack had a wife and 
five children dependent on. him for their 
support, Flack's start was made from 
the village of Suspension Bridge, oat- 
side of President Clark's jurisdiction.
